FROM OTTAWA. 


Bulletin Correspondence. 

The amendments made by the Sen- 
ate to the Railwway Comnnssion Dill 
were discussed in the Commons yester- 
day. The Senate amendments num- 
berea fifty-six, most of them merely 
changes in wording or in unimportant 
peruecuiars. Twelve of the amend- 
mornis made, however, were rejected, 
and twe amended by the Commons. It 
was very evident that the railway 
companies had been getting im_ their 
work witn the senators, and the re- 
jections and amendments made by 
the muster oi justice were necessary 
in erder to bring the bill back to the 
view of the Commons whcn it was 
first considered. One of the amend- 
mente hmited the power of the rail- 
way commission to compel a railway 
to give far mcrossings. Another was 
introduced to enable a person to con- 
tract himscli out of his claim tor dam- 
ages The Senatc amendment in re- 
gare te cattle guards, which was made 
to meet the views of the raiiway com- 
pames, was rejected. The reason given 
was that “Tne amenament does not re- 
medy the existing evil under present 
law.” Yhbis cattie guarti question 
bas beer before the House ana coun- 
try for several sessions, and was fin- 
ally cmobedied m the Commission bill 
by a vote of the House im committee. 
Tne Sepate saw fit to reverse the po- 
siticn*taken by the House, 200 the 
House seiuses to concur in the Senate 
view. Another rejected amendment 
lin.tied the amount in regard to which 
an appea! could be taken. Amend- 
ments bad been mgde forbidding pool- 


" mq of rates and discriminations in 


charges. These were amended to sim- 
ply provide egainst discrimination i 
the vilutmeht of cars. it is not 
known yet what will ve the attitude 
cf the Senate in regard to the posi- 
tion taken by the Commons towards 
its amendments. There will be a con- 
ference between the mrnisicr of jus- 
tice and the leaders of the Senate in 
an eadeavor to reach an understand- 
ing om the points of difference. It 
is not likely from present indications 
that there will ultimately be a dead- 
tock, which will prevent the passing 
of the bill. It will be much better 
in the ‘oterests of the country for 
the Commons to submit for a time to 
the views of tne senate, if that body 
insists, and thereoy get the main prin- 
ciple of the bill acknowledged and °s- 
tablished ; depending on the future to 
et such amendments as may irom 
time to time seem, necessary. The 
foundation principle ol the bill is 
that the rights and interests of ship- 
pers are taken into consideration as 
acainst the railway companies ; where- 
as formerly the practice was to re- 
strict governmental action to the set- 
tiement of points in dispute between 
railway companies. This is the first 
time that the interests of the 
eral public have come in for consider- 
ation, and herein lies the zreat far- 
reaching usefulness of the biil. ;

Mr. Oliver said that his understand- 
ing of the position of the people of 
the Territories in regard to provin- 
cial organization was that if satisfac- 
tory terms were accorded they were 
ready to accept provincial responsibil- 
ities, but unless Satisfactory terms 
were accorded,, they would prefer rec- 
maining as they were. Be pointed 
out that if the Territories when’ or- 
ganized into a province only received 
the same financial consideraiion on a 
basis of existing population as the pro- 


ed by him from the premier, in which 
the premier had stated his satisfac- 
faction with the terms given. He 


showed by carefully prepared ‘figures 
further, that althougn the require- 
ments of the ierritories this year were 
much greater than ever before, the 
demands of the Northwest govern- 
ment had been more fully met than 
ever before. He had expressed him- 
self in favor of provincial autonomy 
on previous occasions, but since then 
circumstances had changed. The ques- 
tion of taxation of C. P. R. lands and 
property had come up. As a result

As a matter of fact, the real 
differences between the Territories 1s 
they were today and the provinces was 
that the provinces having a fixed rev- 
enue, couid incur debt, while the Terri- 
tories not having 4 fixed revenue, 
could not incur debt. The financial 
position of the Territories was bet- 
tered to the extert of $750,000 by the 
votes which had passed parliament 
thie session; $250,000 to wipe out 
existing obligations, $250,000 addi- 
tionai to the revenue of the year, and 
$250,000 advance on capital account 
without imterest, besides $84,000 for 
the reconstruction of two bridges in 
Southern Alberta. The increased 
needs of the Territories had been nore 
fully met this year by the increase in 
subsidy than ever before. Had the
